His 
department was always willing to co-ojierate with any public body in plac¬ 
ing at the disposal ol interested jiersons locations of the country's natural 
resources. Kxpcrls of the department would be available always, and would 
be sent to any localitie.<^ where their services would be of assistance. 

The policy suggested by Mr. Stewart should make a particu’arly strong 
appeal to boards of trade throughout the three prairie provinces, which, up 
to the present time, have been so largely dependent upon the other prov¬ 
inces and foreign markets for the manufactured goods w'hich our people 
consume in such largo quantities, and for which we have been obliged to pay 
high prices because of the enormous distances these goods have had to he 
transported from the point of manufacture. 

That Mr Stewart s idea is sound, is borne out by the experience of many 
towns and many industries. Some of the most flourishing industrial towns 
ami cities secured their start through the establishment of a comparatively 
small local plant utilizing some raw material found in the locality, and his¬ 
tory is filled w’ilh instances where those small local industries have, under 
careful but progre.«.sive miinagement, grown into what arc now classified 
as among the great industries of the country. Hundreds of such instances, 
both in Canada^ind the I’niled States, could be given. 

In the past, western board of trade, and western people generally, have 
possibly made the ftiislake of bending their energies to .secure the location of 
branch factories, warehouses, oi distributing agencies of outside concerns. 

A brunch factory of some big aiui w’ell known concern loomed larger on 
their horizons than a small locally-cwned and operated factory. In the long 
lun the latter offers greater things for the community than does the former. 

All its interests are at home and it is there its growth and development will 
count for most. 

All Western ('anada w'ould gain through wideespread action on Slcxv- 
nrfs suggestion. Kconomically and politically the country will be stronger 
and more prosperous if. instead of possessing a few very large industrial 
cities, these prairie provinces are dotted over with numerous, albeit medium 
sized. Industries utilizing local supplies of raw materials and creating thriv¬ 
ing communities about them.

Heavy European demand for 
wheat, barley and other grain.s u*ould 
naturally stiffen prices were It not 
for the fact that so mu( n wheat has 
been grown, and the "tough 5" grade 
at $1.04 per bushel, is 30 cents a 
busiiel lower than this time last year. 
The amount of No. 1 NoiLhern In 
storage at Fort William is practical¬ 
ly nil. cau.sed by the heavy rains in 
Inst crop period. Brokers nay they 
can’t buy 10,000 bushels of it, and It 
would take u month to get 30,000 
bushels together. 

There are seven grades of straight 
wheat, and seven grades of the 
"tough" kind, which have greater 
moisture content. Lower grades of 
wheat, sold at still low'er prico!i than 
last year, will be used for export, and 
for domestic flours. T’hore is one 
western Canada wheat selling to 
West India flour trado^it 01 cents 
per bushel, but the ‘•tough 0" in the 
absence of any of the first straight 
grades which arc not tough, is what 
will be mostly consignetl to Europe, 
and the 3. 4 and 5 straight gitulcs 
will be mostly used lor flour in this 
country, with Nos. 1 and 2 almost nil 
In supply. 

Outlook for grain prices on the 
market is also lower, out tnis liinges 
on weather conditions. Rust in the 
crop or other adverse factors would 
either hold present flgures up or 
might belter them. On the Whole, 
lower prices are looked for.

Ilehind the ceremonies allentling 
the christening of the huge airship 
LZ-127. at Friedrahshafen lay a sig¬ 
nificance probably greater than a 
brief cable dispatch could indicate 
They symbolized not only German 
pride in the completion of a new su¬ 
per Zeppelin, but German aspiration 
for a renewed leadership in what 
many experts regard a.s an imixul- 
ant future element in aviation 
lighter-than-air transport. 

The LZ-127, chrislcned "Count 
Zeppelin. " is now the world s largest 
completed airship. It can carry a ■ 
greater "p^y load” than any air ve¬ 
hicle in existence. Because of a 
wide travelling radius, it and others 
similarly large are expected to be¬ 
come in lime the trans-ocean carriers 
of mail, express and passengers. 

^lermany is not alone in the con- 
t^liunion of new super-dirigibles. In 
Kngland even larger airships are be¬ 
ing built, one for commercial pur¬ 
poses, with the idea of shortening 
travel lime between London and Col- 
cnial possessions. 

In the United States design data 
and bids have been asked for two 
new giants of the air to be used by 
the navy. It is. however, on the 
commercial possibilities of lighter- 
than-uir craft that modern thought 
now centres. 

Bernard River 

Interesting St<>r> Of ilou This West¬ 
ern Stream tint Its Name 

In 1928 Sir George Simp.son, gov¬ 
ernor of the Hudson's Bay Company 
crossed Canada from east to west by 
way of Peace Hiver. At half-past 
six on Sunday evening, September 7. 
the travellers laid a.side their paddles 
to camp for the night at the mouth 
nf a small tributary to Peace River, 
not far below where the latter river 
divides into tw'O main branches, the 
Finlay and the Parsnip, in ciis- 
embaiking from large canoes, pas¬ 
sengers had generally to be carried 
from the canoe to the shore. Sir 
George Simpson's guide. Bernard, was 
carrying the Governor a.shore A-hen he 
fell with him into the water. Since 
that day the river has borne the name 
Bernard and all that is knowm of tnc 
guide is that lie was the principal 
figure in this incident. The name 
Bernard River has just l>ecn approved 
by the Geographic Hoard of ('anada. 


I)e Imported Wlthcuil Sal«> 

• Kvtise Tax Under Certain 
Condltlonn 

Certain ofllccrs of National 
Revenue have appnrently had difll- 
cuUy In deciding whether or not ex¬ 
cise and sales tax applies on the im¬ 
portation of automobiles as settlers* 
effects, having in mind that Tariff 
Ilcm 705 r provides for the collection 
of duty on the aniount in cxcr.ss of 
$ 1,000 on motor vehicles imported as 
settlers’ effects. 

In order to clarify the situation, 
the I>cpartment submitted the ques¬ 
tion the Department of .Tustice for 
an opinion ns to whether or not the 
exemptions in Schedule 1 and 3. 
Chap. 179. Revised Statutes of Can¬ 
ada. had the effect of exempting enrs 
entered ns settlers’ effects in total, or 
only to the value of $ 1,000 each. 

The Department of Justice has 
held that automobiles entered as 
lama fide settlers’ eft'ects may be im- 
l>orled without the imposition of 
either sales or excise tax. These 
cars, however, are subject to the 
regulations and restrictions by the 
Customs Division with respect to 
length of ownership prior to Importa¬ 
tion. and length of retention after im¬ 
portation.

The little church was old then, but 
it still stands.

In his little sailing vessel. W’hh a 
crew of eleven men nnd a boy. the 
adventurous captain made two voy¬ 
ages-to the Arctic ocean. On the 
third, in 1609. he sailed for the Diiich 
Elast India company. Taking a niore 
ap-' southern course he discovered the 
Hudson river, and the Dutch traders 
who followed founded New Am.'^ter- 
dam by building a fort at the mouth 
of the river. In the three conturie.s 
that have passed the great city of 
New York has grow’n up aroun 4 i that 
site. 

In 1610 Hudson w’as again in the 
service of an English company. 1'his 
time he took a crew of twenty-three 
men, and set out again to find the 
Norlhw'cst Passage. He discovered 
Hudson Bay, and spent the winter 
on its shores. In the spring of 
the crew mutinied as be was op his 
way to England. The captain, with 
seven sick men and his non. were 
set adrift. Nothing was ever henru 
of the frail craft, or its crew. but. 
ever since, the name of Captain 
Hudson h<as rung throiigh Canaria and 
the motherland, as well as the ITnitrd 
States. The great company that still 
bears that name is one of the olde.st 
and most honorable institutions of 
our country.
